Zealand cross-country title at Timaru in August from a top field which included the 
world-rank Miler, Murray Halberg (4 minutes 4.4 seconds). 


Behind Willlams’ success is a 
story of brilliant victory over 
adversity.

In Denmark, 
sprains, as well

ed every year. In nddition, there 
are about 13,000 cases of serious 
cuts and numerous head In- 
juries, mostly concussion, and 
damage to eyes, teeth and cars, 
Head injuries are the most 
serious und occur mostly in 
foolbh]l and boxing. While 
football injuries are accidents, 
barring fouls, boxing injuries 
are generally incurred: in accord- 
ance with the rules, and doctors 
have cuggested that certain 


head injuries should be banned. 
About 1,000 head injuries are 
caused by spotts in Denmark 
every year. 

The Danish Football Associa- 
tion has a collective insurance 
for [ts members against injuries, 
which last year erfabled 350 in: 
jured footballers to receive 
treatment. Football was respon- 
sible for 31 arm fractures, 25 
Jeg fractures and 63 cascs of 
damage to the teeth. Injuries 
to the ankle and knee accounted 
for most of the remaining In- 
juries, ‘The goalkeeper appears 
to be the most frequent victim. 


ACCIDENTS 


Accidents jn athletics are said 
to be mainly duc to improper 
training methods. A number of 
gymnasta sustain Injurics owing 
to the collapse of thelr ap- 
paratus or some fault in it 
Hondball players suffer from 
damaged fingers, but tennis 
players and oarsnien seem to 
conte off best with’ no recorded 
Injuries whatever, although 
perhaps this year’s statistics 
will contain a report of one 
black eye sustained by the 
Englsh international, J. EB 
Barrett, while playing here.

FORBIDDEN 

Even so, it is a highly dan 
fCrous operation and is forbid- 
dcn unless the horns of the bull’ 
aro padded to prevent goring. 

The signa’ for the “pega” js 
given by the director of the 
fight when the fighters on foot 
and on horseback have done 
thelr job. Then the Mocos de 
Forendo, in a team of about 
eight, enter the ring and while 
one Springs at the head of the 
bull to graep it by the neck, 
the others rush round the bull 
to help vanquish it. Some 
arasp its tail, others take hold 
on lts body. 

There is, however, a. short 
interval between the moment 
when the man springs. at the 
head of tho bull and the others 
get round it to help him. 
During the't time, the bullfighter 
is often tossed, ind sometimes 
thrown to the ground and 
trampled by the bull. 

According to the rules, no 
“pega" may be attempted with- 
out permission from the 
director of the ring who ls a 
man of ‘great experience and 
who alone has the right to 
decide whether the bull ls 
sufficiently weakened or not. 

If, after giving the singal for 
tho “pega”, he sees that the 
first attempts fail because the 
animal ls still too spirited, he 
orders the Mocos de Forcado to 
give up and the bull is with- 
drawn from the ring. 

That is when the trouble be- 
gins.

Afler three at- 
tempte to grasp the bull, during 
which the padding had come 
off its horns, had filed, the 
director ordered the animal to 
be withdrawn. 


CALM IT DOWN 


The Mocos de Forcado not 
only disobeyed the order to 
cease their attempts to grasp It, 
but tried to prevent the porters 
from opening tho gates to allow 
the cow, to pass into the zing-- 
the usual method of withdraw- 
ing the bull being to let cows 
into the ring to calm it down 
and it then goes out among 
them. 

When the porters persisted in 
opening the gates, a fist fight 
broke out between them and 
the Mocos de Forcado, The 
public, pleased with this extra 
display of boxing in addition to 
the bullfighting, cheered wildly. 

Police appeartd to arrest the 
Mocos de Foreado and restore 
order In the ring. One of them 
was chased by the bull beforo 
the arrests were finally mnt 
amid noisy and highly cxcil 
demonstrations from the specta- 
tors. . 

The Ucmonstrations by the 
public recurred at each'of the 
succetding fights as soon os the 
point was reached at which the 
Mocos do Forendo should have 
appeared tf they had not been 
arrested. Some spectators were 
removed from the arena ..for 
throwing cushions into the ring
